Het eertte dokument behelst de ge- 
dachte van het gouvernementaan de louvereine 
Cortei, betrekkelyk het daarstelien van zekere 
byzondere geiegtihoven, in de hoofdstad en pro 
vintien, voor dejteregtstelling van die genen, die 
schuldig mogte betonden worden, v.n verraad 
tegen den staat. 


In dit dokument wordt gewag gemaakt dat 
zyne keizerlyke majesteit als vyanden vao het 
land besehoowt, al» aan verraad schuldig, en 
als vcrachtelyk in de oogen derreden en ge'reg 
ligheid, niet alleen die genen, die tegen onze 
onafhankelyk en staatkundige vryheid /.amen 
ipannen, maar ook die genen die ontwerpen 
maken om het tegenwoordige, erkende en btëe- 
digde gouvernement omver te werpen ; die ge 
nen die inzigten hebben tegen den keizer, of te- 
gen eenige der borgen die door het volk aange- 
nomen, terstond na dat dezelven door de armee 
te Iguala afgekondigd zyn. 


Welke van deze geheiligde ontwerpen kan 
vernietigd worden zonder de val van het gant- 
tche gebouw met zich na te liepen, begravende 
onder detzelfi ruïnen, die geheiligde vryheid, 
waarvoor onze voorouder» zuchten, en welker 
weosch door de natuur in ieder» boezem i» inge- 
plant ; die vryheid welke wy midden in de geva- 
ren verkregen hebben, en

In bit progre.t from the point at which be fust 
caught e full view of the multitudes that had 
as-embled to greet him on bit arrival, he wat 
constantly making observation! on the clean and 
orderly appearanee of hii Scottish lubjecti — 
" There teems," said he," not to be a rag in all 
Edinburgh. 
I alwayi considered tbe Scots to 


be a proad people, and I have now found that 
they bave good reason tn be prood. 
I see a 


round me a natinn who in their dress and de- 
partment are all ladtei and gentlemen. 


THE LEVEE.—Hit msjesty arrived in town 


fram Dalkeith early thii morning in hii travel- 
ling chariot and four hones, accompanied by the 
rearqui» ofConynghem and th* earl of Winchil 
tea, aod alighted at Holyrood Home, at a quar 
ter pail ten o'clock, preparatory to the tetee 
which wai this day opened at twelve o'clock.— 
Tbcequipages were numerous end splendid, and 
tbc at bole di play carried with it such an air 
of impniing grandeur at peihapi has never be 
fore been witnessed in Scotland upon a similar 
occasion. 
All the nobility and superior rank 


which Scotland can ho.st attended in a style of 
varied elegance and f.-hien, from the embroi- 
dered coat to the t.rtao habit. 
Crowds of na 


val and military officers came in splendid uni- 
forms, and many of tbem decorated with orden. 
Phytieiant, lawyers, and clergymen, poured in, 
at the he. It ef provosts, bailies, deacons, and 
deans"f guild, while numerous country squires 
found themselves for the firn lime of their lives 
in court habiliments, and itrotted on towards 
the pretence chamber. 
The lait public recep 


lion at Holyrood Home was by prince Charier 
Stuart io 1745. when the principal inhabitants 
were c«l ed upon to pay their assessments lo 
ensbl* that adventurer to attack the throne of 
his present majesty's grandfather. 
The very 


tartans thai now decoratethe cbiefiains who are 
doing homage to the king, were at that time 
worn by person» who were chivalrouslyengaged 
in promoting the interests of the unfortunate 
man whose tuccen mutt have involved tbe ruin 
of the home ofBramwiek. 
The day wai favour- 


able ihe ceremony went off well, and the people 
seemed opon the whole to be very much deligh- 
ed. 


THE ILLUMINATION—Even this was 


highly characteristic of the Spirit of Caledonia, 
it wet the moit generel and the most sp'endi* 
that we ever witnened. 
Excepting at tbe pub 


lie buildingi, ihe bouiei of official parsons, the 
epartmenti ofclobi and societies, and the homes 
of a few private individual*, the abode of peer 
and burgher were illuminatedin the same style, 
and with the same brilliance. 
Natives and visi- 


tor», two hundred thooiand of every rink, age, 
and sex, thronged the tlreet» to sack a degree, 
that it was difficult io many of them to geta 


light either of tbe pavement or the carrnge way. 
It teemed a» if the " Auld lang syne" of a 
king'i being in Scotland, had brought back the

«g«in Ihe centre of splendour and chivalrous 
gaiety- The court yard and quidrangle display- 
ed the usual attendant» in their state liveries, 
troop» of dragoon» kept the avenue» to the pa- 
lace open for piivileged company.

The gentlemen were mostly in mi- 


litary drenei ; but tbe ladiei looked to great ad- 
vantage : they are in general taller than the la- 
diei of England, and their rich plume» of os» 
trich featben were exhibited with tupcrior ef- 
fect. 
The drettei 
were mostly white talin, 
statefully ornamented with a profusion of lama- 
There were about 3.000 personage» «t court.— 
The king arrived at half past two o'clock in hi* 
travelling chariot, drawn by «in hones from 
Dalkeith. 
His m.jeity wore ■foil field mar- 


sbal'» uniform. 
Tbe ladies who were present 


ed, exceeded 800; and the number ofgentlemen 
cannot be eitimated at lest than 1000. Hit ma- 
jesty convened familiarly with leveial of the la- 
diei, and saluted them all in 
turn. 
Not less 
than one thoosand ofthem, including dame» and 
young damsel», came in labial contact with hi» 
majesty. 
The presentation» closed at twenty 


minute» before four o'clock, when hi» majesty 
departed for Dalkeith, highly gratified, a» we are 
informed, with ihe di-pUy of Scottish beaoty. 
On Sunday his msjesly bears divine service in 
me High Church. 


GRAND PROCESSION FROM 
HOLY. 
ROOD TO THE CASTLE-Early thi. morn. 
'nS (Aug. 23 ) the preparation! commenced.-— 
All the incorporated trades in the city, of every 
order and detcriplion. assembled at their ordi- 
nary place of meeting, arrayed in their distinc- 
tive badge». 
Scaffolding! were erected for Ihe 


lord 
provoit and magittrates opposite to tha 
Royal Exchange ; ard to the left of them wera 
alio balconiei for ihe College of Jutlice, the 
Senatoi Academical, and the clergymen of the 
city. 
On Ihe top of the Royal Exchange, apo 
lilion wai deitined for the peeresie»— there wai 
a moit brilliant collection of beauty, heightened 
by all the charms of elegant habiliment.

though bis majesty eon id not obierve the be*o- 
tifal regularity af the streets,from the gloomi- 
neis of the day,yet be taw tbroagh the dim dit- 
tanco the bold features andgrand outliae af the 
■ 
urroondiug scene, which is of vast magnifi- 


cence, and one of the finest spectacles natare 
and art combined every presented to the eye of 
wonderand admiration. 
After descendingfrom 


the platform, bis majesty retorned to his c»r- 
Tiage and drove to tha lieutenant governor's 
home, where a collation bad been prepared.— 
Hi» majesty presently afterwardi got into hii 
carriage, and returned with the procenion in 
the lame array, through Bank-street, over the 
earlhen Mound, along Prince'i-itreet, Water- 
loo place, and the Cslton, to Holyrood House. 


THE PEERS BALL,-L*ttnigbi(Aug23) 


tbe fathionable world enjoyed the splendid baft 
given by the peers of Scotland to hit majesty. 
The company began to arrive at eight o'clock 
The ladiei were elegantly attired in the dretsei 
which tbey had worn at tbe drawing room: whit* 
latin, embroidered muslin, and rich plumes of 
ottrich featben, with the brilliant addition! of 
diamond aigrettes and necklaces, shone richly 
amid a gay and beautiful assembly. 
The gen- 


tlemen were mostly attired in naval and mili- 
tary uniformt, aod the national garb ; the high- 
land tartan was never displayed to more advan- 
tage. 
The dakc ofArgyll-, as chief of the Camp- 


bell clans, wore the dark green plaid of hit na- 
tive hills, and the black polished bell from which 
his claymore was suspended, had the ducal co 
ranet, with other ornaments, ingeniously work 
ed upon it in silver and gold. 
Hts air and mien 


were characteristic of all that the mind is dis- 
posed to associate with exalted rank, ambitious 
"f distinctive greatnen from feudal attribute!. 
The lame may be tairi of the duke of Hamilton, 
who alto was arrayed in tartan, richly adorned, 
and various other personages of note wore the 
costume of tbe mountains in conspicious dis 
play. 
Besides th* two noblemen just mention- 


ed, we observed in tbc room, the duke of Atbol, 
lord Melville, the ear! of Lauderdale, the earl 
of Roiebery, lord Aboyne, the young duke nf 
Buccleugb, end his uncle, lord Montague, the 
earl of Breadalbane, the msrquii of Tweeddele, 
tbc earl ofFife, &o.

A lady and gentleman, in a

tatte, which hi» majesty 
so greatly admired, 


that lie clapped his hands in token of approba- 
tion. 
His majesty remained for a few minutes 


past 11, when he retired ; and entering his car- 
riage, 
set off for Dalkeith.

lected in front of the Assembly room», who

forenoon (Aug. 24) o grand review of all the 
cavalry and yeomany took place on Portobello 
sand*. 
The troops were drawn out in a line of 


two men deep, extending in length about two 
mile». 
The Celts, and Highlanders, in the res- 
pective garbs of tlij'ir clans, were drawn up at 
one end of the sands. 
About 
1800 carriages 


were wheeled in rapid incceision io the ground, 
most of which were open. 
Every 
vehicle dis- 
played elegance, beauty, and fashion. 
At one 
o'clock, a royal salute announced the arrival of 
his majetty. 
He was dressed in a field mar- 
shal's uniform, aod mounted on a superb grey 
Arabian, finely capariioned, which he bestrod.- 
with hii ««customed elegance and ease. 
Hi» 
mejeity, along with the staff, and many noble- 
men, proceeded along the line in front of the 
troop», the band playing " God save the king," 
while the pipen of the highland clam end cel- 
tic society tiruck up alternately luch inspiring 
airs a» were suited to the occaiion. 
Tba diffe- 
rent corpi then passed his majesty in review.— 
After going through some few evolutions, which 
they executed with great precision, ibe whole 
ditpened by different routes, and hi» majesty 
having complimented tbe commanding officers 
on the high state of discipline of ibeir several 
corpi, entered hii carriage at two o'clock, the 
gom on the adjacent hills firing aroyal salute. 
THE CIVIC BANQUET.-Tbe king dined 
lait night (Aug. 24.) wiih the lord provost aod 
corporation of thii city, in tbo Parliament 
Home. At a qmrter pail six o'clock all the no- 
bility, end as large a portion of the gentry at 
could well be accommodated, were sealed io 
the banquetiog room. 
At half past sis o'clock 


a herald entered, and the cry was general along 
the tablei, " The king is come " 
Soon after 
hii majesty entered in e full field marshal'» urn 
foim, decorated with tbe Order of the Thistle, 
and attended by all the officers of the royal 
household. 
The anthem of '" God lave tbe 
King" wai itruck upas hii majesty entered the 
room. 
He saluted teveral penonages whom be 
recognised in the room, and then took his seat 
under the canopy provided for bis majesty's re 
oeption. 
Hii m.jeity 
wai supported on his 
right by the Lord Provost, the duke of Hamil- 
ton, and-the duke of Argyle ; and on bis left by 
the earl of Errol, hereditary high constable of 
Scotland, the duke of Albol, and tbe marquis 
ef Queensberry. 
Sir Walter Scott acted at 


croupier, or principal tteward 
There were 


alto pretent at the royal tabic—Thceail of Mo- 
reton, lord Melville, the Lord Preiident, Lord 
Justice Clerk, admiral Sir John iieresferd, Sir 
Thomas Bradford, commander of the force» ; 
the marqoi» of Graham, lord Cathcart, the mar- 
quis of Twaeddale, the Lord Advocate, the 
duke of Dorset, the marquii of Winchester, and 
lord Glentyon. 
While so many of his riistin- 


guiihed subject» were feasting in bis pretence, 
hii majesty partook very iparingly of the viands 
laid before him, and entered occasionally into 
conversation with the Lord Provoit 
and the 
earl of Errol. 
At a quarter before 7 o'clock 
the company commenced dinner, and this en- 
joyment of corporate hospitality lasted until 
near S o'clock. 
Ai soon as the cloth wai re 


moved, non nobis domine, was performed in en 
impressive manner by Mr. Megrath (who di 
rected the vocal arrangement»), Mr. Swift, Mr. 
Lee», and leveral amateurs, who lent their ai- 
tiitance on thii occasion. 
At a quarter past 
eight o'clock a gentleman, attended by two pa-

ient generation." 
This toast wai received with 


a ilmultaneoui borst of cheers. 
The king roie 
amid the applauae with a countenance expres- 
sive of deep emotion. 
Hii majeity'i attitude 
commanded immediate silence. " I am," laid 
the king, " quite unable to expreis my sense of 
the gratitude which I owe to the people of this 
country ; but I beg to assure them, that I shall 
ever remember, as one of the proudest moments 
of my life,the day 1 came among them, and the 
gratifying reception which they gave me. 
1 re- 


turn yon, my Lord Provoit, my lordi, and gen- 
tlemen, my warmest thank» for your attention 
this day ; and I can assure you with truth, with 
earnestness, and lincerity, that I ihall never for- 
get your dutiful attention to me upon my visit 
ta Scotland, and particularly thé pleasure I 
have derived from dining in your hail this day. 
I am highly latitfied with your attentions ; and 
without farther ceremony drink to all your good 
healths." 
Loud greeting! hailed hii majesty's 


speech, and the band played up " God save the 
King," which was afterwards sung by the vocal 
gentlemen present. 
The health! of the dukes 
of Vork and Clarence, and tbe army and navy, 
followed, and were loudly cheered. 
Hii ma- 
jesty again rose, and hii attitude equally com- 
manded silence, while he addrened the compa- 
ny «a follows:—" I take this opportunity, my 
lords and gentlemen, of proposiag the health of 
the Lord Provott, Sir William Arbuthnot, ba 
ronel, and the corporation, of Edinburgh."— 


Upon Lit majesty naming the Lord Provott by 
the title of baronet, that officer dropped on hie 
kneei, and kissed the king'i hand, which w«a 
held out to him at the moment. 
This greciou» 
manner of giving additional rank to Ihe e\v*t 
officer of the corporation was also loudly ap- 
plauded by the company, and his majesty re- 
peatedly bowed in acknowledgment. 
The king 


soon after rose and said, " I have one more 
toast to give, in which I trust you will join me, 
and it is—Health to the chieftains and clam, 
and God Almighty bless the Land of Cakes — 
Drink this three times three gentlemen." 
Hii 
majesty's command 
was obeyed with enthu- 


siasm ; but to tba regret of the company, tha 
king immediately departed at ten minutes past 
nine o'clock. 
His majesty was loudly cheesed] 


as be withdiew, and attended to bis carriage by 
the Lord Provost, end the principal ofiieers of 
ttate. 
The chief magistrate soon returned, at- 


tended by the chief noblemen ; his majesty's seat 
onder the canopy was removed, and the Loral 
Provost took the chair, amid the applause «f the 
meeting.
